(i) Certificate of Incorporation/Registration in original or a copy thereof certified as true by 
the issuing authority under his office seal. 

(ii) Certified copies of Memorandum and Articles of Association or the Rules and Regula¬ 
tions/Bye-laws of the company/body. 

fiii) Certified copy of resolution in favour of the person(s) authorised to deal in Government 
Securities on behalf of the company/body together with his/their duly attested specimen 
signature(s). 

(4) Applicants desiring the issue of scrips in the form of Stock Certificates should also complete 
a Mandate Form (obtainable from Public Debt Office) for remittance of half-yearly interest 
to them. 
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
